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CLAIMS 

[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1]It is a telephone device which functions as a main phone of a portable telephone which has two or more transceiver modes 
characterized by comprising the following which contain independent mode which operates as a cordless handset of this telephone 
device with a telephone device connected to a telephone line, and this telephone device is the above-mentioned portable telephone. 
A mode change judging means which judges having changed to transceiver modes other than having changed to the above-mentioned 
independent mode, and the above-mentioned independent mode (13, 14). 

A decision result transmitting means which transmits a decision result of the above-mentioned mode change judging means outside 
through a telephone line (13, 15). 

[Claim 2]The telephone device according to claim 1 having a switching means (1 6) to which a telephone device changes further whether 
a decision result transmitting means transmits a decision result. 

[Claim 3]As opposed to a portable telephone system control device which a telephone device is a portable telephone system control 
device connected to a public network further, and manages a portable telephone system, When a call to a telephone number in case the 
portable telephone operates as a terminal of a base station for the public is performed. The telephone device according to claim 1 
having a switching means (16) to which a portable telephone system control device changes whether transfer operation to a telephone 
device which functions as a main phone of the above-mentioned portable telephone is performed. 

[Claim 4] It is a portable telephone system control device which is connected to a public network and manages a portable telephone 
system, If a call to a telephone number in case this portable telephone operates as a terminal of a base station for the public is 
performed when a portable telephone is in independent mode which operates as a cordless handset of a telephone device which 
functions as a main phone of a portable telephone, A portable telephone system control device transmitting to a telephone device 
which functions as the above-mentioned main phone. 
[Claim 5] A portable telephone system comprising: 

The portable telephone system control device according to claim 4. 

[Claim 6]With a telephone device connected to a private branch exchange characterized by comprising the following connected to a 
telephone line. It is a telephone device which functions as a base station in a place of business of a portable telephone which has two 
or more transceiver modes containing place-of-business mode in which it operates as a terminal of this base station for places of 
business, and this telephone device is the above-mentioned portable telephone. 

A mode change judging means which judges having changed to transceiver modes other than having changed to the above-mentioned 
place-of-business mode, and the above-mentioned place-of-business mode (13, 14). 

A decision result transmitting means which transmits a decision result of the above-mentioned mode change judging means outside 
through a telephone line (13, 15). 

[Claim 7]The telephone device according to claim 6 having a switching means (1 6) to which a telephone device changes further whether 
a decision result transmitting means transmits a decision result. 

[Claim 8]As opposed to a portable telephone system control device which a telephone device is a portable telephone system control 

device connected to a public network further, and manages a portable telephone system. When a call to a telephone number in case the 

portable telephone operates as a terminal of a base station for the public is performed, The telephone device according to claim 6 

having a switching means (16) to which a portable telephone system control device changes whether transfer operation to a telephone 

device which functions as a base station in a place of business of the above-mentioned portable telephone is performed. 

[Claim 9] It is a portable telephone system control device which is connected to a public network and manages a portable telephone 

system, If a call to a telephone number in case this portable telephone operates as a terminal of a base station for the public is 

performed when a portable telephone is in place-of-business mode in which it operates as a terminal of a telephone device which 

functions as a base station in a place of business of a portable telephone, A portable telephone system control device transmitting to 

the above-mentioned telephone device. 

[Claim 10]A portable telephone system comprising: 

The base station for places of business according to any one of claims 6 to 8. 
The portable telephone system control device according to claim 9. 
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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 

[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Industrial Application]This invention relates to a portable telephone system. 

It is related with the telephone device which functions as a main phone of a portable telephone especially, the telephone device which 
functions as a base station in a place of business of a portable telephone, and the portable telephone system control device which 
performs management of a portable telephone system. 

[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art]Utilization of the second generation cordless telephones system (Personal Handyphone System: PHS) is 
advanced using one set of a portable telephone as a portable telephone system with which it is telephoned in all the situations of a 
home, a place of business, and the outdoors. In this PHS, can register the cordless handset for the object for self-management, i.e., 
home use, and places of business also as a terminal (portable telephone terminal) of the base station for the public, and in that case, 
The telephone number when it exists as a cordless handset of a home cordless main phone differs from the telephone number in case a 
portable telephone exists as a terminal of the base station for the public. 

[0003]The example of operation in the conventional composition by this PHS is explained referring to drawing 2 and drawing 4. Let a 
telephone number when it exists now considering a telephone number in case the portable telephone 3 exists as a terminal of the base 
station 2 for the public as a cordless handset of "050-76-54321" and the home cordless main phone 1 be a number "03-8765-4321" 
of the telephone line linked to the home cordless main phone 1. Here, it is assumed that the portable telephone 3 exists as a cordless 
handset of the home cordless main phone LThat is. in PHS, although independent mode, public mode, transceiver mode, etc. are 
formed as communicate mode, it is assumed that it is the independent mode used as a cordless handset of the home cordless main 
phone 1. 

[0004]this time — the telephone number "050-76-54321" from the telephone terminal 5 — sending (S4-1). The portable telephone 
system control device 4 receives the information via the public network 6. and the "alerting request" of the portable telephone 3 is 
performed to the base station 2 for the public where location registration of the portable telephone 3 of the telephone number is 
carried out (S4-2). The base station 2 for the public which received this "alerting request" performs a "call" to the portable telephone 
3 of a telephone number "050-76-54321" by the radio procedure defined beforehand (S4-3). However, since the portable telephone 3 
is in the state of it being set as independent mode and operating as a cordless handset of the home cordless main phone 1 as 
mentioned above, the response to the "call" (S4-3 reference) from the base station 2 for the public is not performed (S4-4). 
Therefore, the base station 2 for the public gives "an unresponsive notice" to the portable telephone system control device 4 (S4-5), 
and the portable telephone system control device 4 which received this sends an "unresponsive" message to an addresser (S4-6). 
[0005]Then, the addresser who received the "unresponsive" message ends this dispatch operation, and when the telephone number of 
the home cordless main phone 1 in which the portable telephone 3 may be accommodated next is known, he sends to this telephone 
number. That is, it sends to the telephone number of "03-8765-4321" (S4-7). This dispatch is notified to the home cordless main 
phone 1 via a public network, and the home cordless main phone 1 calls the portable telephone 3 working as a cordless handset (S4-8). 
the portable telephone 3 — this "call" — answering (S4-9) — the telephone terminal 5 is connected with the home cordless main 
phone 1 with a public network, and the telephone call of the portable telephone 3 and the telephone terminal 5 is attained (S4-10). 
[0006] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention]That is, in said conventional example, when an addresser telephones a portable telephone, an 
origination telephone number must be properly used as boil whether it is in the outdoors whether the portable telephone is in a home. 
However, since there is no telling whether the other party's portable telephone is independent mode actually or it is public mode, in an 
origination side, when it sends to telephone numbers other than the telephone number corresponding to the other party's present 
mode, useless dispatch operation will be carried out. 

[0007]In spite of being unable to perform communication of the purpose wherever a portable telephone may be in when the portable 
telephone is turned off, two submission operations will be carried out. In the case of the system which a portable telephone can use 
also as a terminal of a place-of-business cordless system not only as a cordless handset of a home cordless main phone, Three 
telephone numbers, the telephone number of a home cordless main phone, the telephone number of a place of business, and the 
telephone number as a terminal of the base station for the public, must be used properly. Then, this invention is made in view of this 
situation, and when an addresser telephones a portable telephone, wherever a portable telephone may be in, it aims at enabling it to be 
managed with one submission operation. 
[0008] 

[Means for Solving the Problem]This invention is created in order that this invention may solve an aforementioned problem, and to the 
1st. With a telephone device connected to a telephone line, it is a telephone device which functions as a main phone of a portable 
telephone which has two or more transceiver modes containing independent mode which operates as a cordless handset of this 
telephone device, and the above-mentioned portable telephone is characterized by that this telephone device comprises the following. 
The mode change judging means 13 and 14 which judge having changed to independent mode, and having reached and having changed 
to transceiver modes other than independent mode. 

The decision result transmitting means 13 and 15 which transmit a decision result of the above-mentioned mode change judging means 
outside through a telephone line. 

It has the switching means 1 6 which changes further whether a decision result transmitting means transmits a decision result to the 
2nd. A portable telephone system control device which manages a portable telephone system further to the 3rd is received, When a call 
to a telephone number of a portable telephone in a case of operating as a terminal of a base station for the public is performed, it has 
the switching means 16 which changes whether transfer operation to a telephone device which functions as a main phone is performed. 



[0009]It is a portable telephone system control device which is connected to a public network and manages a portable telephone 



system to the 4th, If a call to a telephone number in case this portable telephone operates as a terminal of a base station for the public 
is performed when a portable telephone is in independent mode, it will transmit to a telephone device as the above-mentioned main 
phone. Portable telephone system of this invention is characterized by that the 5th comprises the following. 
A telephone device of the above 1st to the 3rd one of composition. 
A portable telephone system control device of the 4th composition. 

[0010]This invention is a telephone device connected to a private branch exchange connected to the 6th at a telephone line again. It is 

modes containing place-of-business mode in which it operates as a terminal of this base station for places of business, and the above- 
mentioned portable telephone is characterized by that this telephone device comprises the following. 

The mode change judging means 13 and 14 which judge having changed to transceiver modes other than having changed to place-of- 
business mode, and place-of-business mode. 

The decision result transmitting means 13 and 15 which transmit a decision result of the above-mentioned mode change judging means 
outside through a telephone line. 

It has the switching means 1 6 which changes further whether a decision result transmitting means transmits a decision result to the 
7th. A portable telephone system control device which manages a portable telephone system further to the 8th is received, When a call 
to a telephone number in case the portable telephone operates as a terminal of a base station for the public is performed, it has the 
switching means 16 which changes whether transfer operation to a telephone device which functions as a base station in a place of 
business is performed. 

[001 1]If it is a portable telephone system control device which manages a portable telephone system, and a call to a telephone number 

in case this portable telephone operates as a terminal of a base station for the public is performed to the 9th when a portable 

telephone is in place-of-business mode, it will transmit to the above-mentioned telephone device. Portable telephone system of this 

invention is characterized by that the 10th comprises the following. 

A base station for places of business of the above 6th to the 8th one of composition. 

A portable telephone system control device of composition of the above 9th. 

[0012] 

telephone system of the 5th composition, when a change is performed in a portable telephone to independent mode, and when a change 
is performed to transceiver modes other than independent mode, the mode change judging means 13 and 14 judge this. And the 
decision result transmitting means 13 and 15 transmit the decision result to the exterior through a telephone line. Therefore, the 
external instrument which received transmission of the decision result. If it is made to transmit to the telephone device as this main 
phone when there is a call to a telephone number in case this portable telephone operates as a terminal of the base station for the 
public, when it becomes the independent mode on which a portable telephone functions as a cordless handset of a telephone device, a 
portable telephone can be called certainly. What is necessary is just to call to a telephone number in case this portable telephone 
operates as a terminal of the base station for the public, when it changes from independent mode to other modes. 

[0013]In the telephone device of the above 2nd and the 3rd composition, and the telephone device of the portable telephone system of 
the 5th composition, since it has the switching means 16, it can be chosen whether a user's selection performs the above-mentioned 
transfer operation. In the portable telephone system control device of the composition of the above 4th, and the portable telephone 
system control device of the 5th composition, When there is a call to a telephone number when it is in the independent mode which 
operates as a cordless handset of a telephone device, in case this portable telephone operates as a terminal of the base station for the 
public, it transmits to the telephone device as this main phone. Therefore, the speech path between the call side and a portable 
telephone can be formed certainly. 

[0014]In the telephone device of the composition of the above 6th, and the telephone device of the portable telephone system of the 
10th composition, as well as the case of the composition of the above 1st when the change in the mode is performed, this is 
transmitted outside. Therefore, when an external instrument transmits, a portable telephone can be called certainly. In the telephone 
device of the above 7th and the 8th composition, and the telephone device of the portable telephone system of the 10th composition, 
since it has a switching means, it can be chosen whether a user's selection performs the above-mentioned transfer operation. In the 
portable telephone system control device of the composition of the above 9th, and the portable telephone system control device of the 
10th composition, since it transmits at the telephone device as a base station in a place of business in a predetermined case, the 
speech path between the call side and a portable telephone can be formed certainly. 
[0015] 

[Example]The example of this invention is described below, referring to drawings. First, the home cordless main phone 1 as a telephone 
device has the antenna 1 1, the radio control section 12, the control section 13, the storage parts store 14, the line control part 15, and 
the switch part 16, as shown in drawing I. 

[0016]Here, the radio control section 12 is for the above-mentioned antenna 11 performing the portable telephone 3 (refer to drawing 
2) and radio. The control section 13 comprises a CPU etc. and performs control by the home whole cordless main phone. 
[0017]The above-mentioned storage parts store 14 has the telephone number registering part 141, the ID code registering part 142, 
and the ID code registering part 1 43 for the public, as shown in drawing !. Here, the telephone number of the telephone line to connect, 
i.e., the telephone number of the home cordless main phone 1, is registered into the above-mentioned telephone number registering 
part 141. The ID code for radio in case the portable telephone 3 operates as a cordless handset of the home cordless main phone 1 is 
registered into the ID code registering part 142. That is, the above-mentioned ID code is registered into this ID code registering part 
142 about each cordless handset. The ID code for radio in case the portable telephone 3 operates as a terminal of the base station 2 
for the public is registered into the ID code registering part 143 for the public. That is, this ID code is registered for every telephone 
number of portable telephone 3 self. It is for the switch part 16 changing the operational mode of the home cordless main phone 1. 
That is, it is for changing whether transfer operation explained below is performed. 

[001 8]If the composition of the whole portable telephone system including the above-mentioned home cordless main phone 1 is 
explained, as shown in drawing 2, to the home cordless main phone 1 which functions as a base station for home use. The portable 
telephone 3 in which wireless connection is possible is formed to the home cordless main phone 1 and said base station 2 for the 
public, and this home cordless main phone 1 is connected to the public network 6 via the telephone line. The base station 2 for the 
public is connected to every place, and the telephone terminal 5 is connected to this public network 6. The portable telephone system 
control device 4 which performs processing and management of the whole portable telephone system is connected to the public 
network 6, and the database 41 with various data for this portable telephone system control device 4 to operate the above-mentioned 
system is formed. 

[0019]Operation of the portable telephone system containing the home cordless main phone 1 of the above-mentioned composition and 
this is explained from drawin g 1 using drawing 3. Here, a telephone number in case the portable telephone 3 exists as a terminal of the 
base station 2 for the public as well as a conventional example "050-76-54321", A telephone number when it exists as a cordless 



handset of the home cordless main phone 1 is explained as a number "03-8765-4321 " of the telephone line linked to the home 
cordless main phone 1. About the exchange with each device and a public network, it is publicly known, and explanation is omitted. 
[0020]Now, the portable telephone 3 shall be in the state of operating as a terminal of the base station 2 for the public. That is. it shall 
be set as public mode. If the telephone terminal 5 performs submission operation to a telephone number "050-76-54321" at this time, 
that information will be sent to the portable telephone system control device 4 via a public network (S3-1). The portable telephone 
system control device 4 which received this performs an "alerting request" to the base station 2 for the public where location 
registration of the portable telephone 3 of the telephone number is carried out using the variety of information registered into the 
database 41 (S3-2). 

[0021]The base station 2 for the public which received this "alerting request" performs the "call" of the portable telephone 3 of a 
telephone number "050-76-54321" by the radio procedure defined beforehand CS3-3). 

[0022]as opposed to this "call" — the portable telephone 3 — answering (S3-4) — while "a notice of a response" is sent to the 
telephone 3 and the telephone terminal 5, and the telephone call between both is attained (S3-6). 

[0023]Next, the portable telephone 3 is carried in in a home and suppose that it changed to the state of operating as a cordless 
handset of the home cordless main phone 1. That is, it should change to independent mode. A changeover switch etc. are provided in 
the portable telephone 3, and these methods of changing include the automatic-switching method etc. which were shown in JP,5- 
153036, A besides the method of performing manually etc. 

[0024]At this time, the portable telephone 3 transmits the ID code used by the radio procedure defined beforehand when the portable 
telephone 3 operates as a cordless handset of the home cordless main phone 1 to the home cordless main phone 1. The control 
section 13 of the home cordless main phone 1 which received via the antenna 1 1 and the Radio Communications Department 12 this ID 
code, The code memorized by the ID code and ID code registering part 142 is compared, and it judges with the portable telephone 3 
having shifted to the state of operating as a cordless handset of the home cordless main phone 1, by the coincidence check of the 
code. 

[0025]The information memorized by the telephone number registering part 141 and the ID code registering part 143 for the public is 
used for the control section 13 after this judgment, What "the portable telephone of the telephone number "050-76-54321" turned into 
a cordless handset of the home cordless main phone accommodated in a telephone number "03-8765-4321 " for" is notified to the 
portable telephone system control device 4 via the line control part 15 and the public network 6 (S3~7). And this information is 
registered into the database 41. 

[0026]Next, if the telephone terminal 5 performs submission operation to a telephone number "050-76-54321", the information will be 
sent to the portable telephone system control device 4 like above CS3-1) (S3-8). Although the portable telephone 3 of the telephone 
number searches the base station 2 for the public by which location registration is carried out by the variety of information registered 
into the database 41, the portable telephone system control device 4 which received this, Since what "the portable telephone of the 
telephone number "050-76-54321" turned into a cordless handset of the home cordless main phone accommodated in a telephone 
number "03-8765-4321" for" is registered into the database 41, the processing for transmitting the dispatch from this telephone 
terminal 5 is started. 

[0027]That is, it sends to a telephone number "03-8765-4321" via a public network from the portable telephone system control device 
4 (S3-9). The home cordless main phone 1 which received this dispatch performs the "call" of the portable telephone 3 by the wireless 
communication means defined beforehand (S3-10). the portable telephone 3 — this "call" — answering (S3-1 1 ) — the home cordless 
main phone 1 forms a speech path with the portable telephone 3, and transmits "a partner response" to the portable telephone system 
control device 4 while it catches a telephone line (S3-12). At this time, the portable telephone system control device 4 detects this 
"partner response", and forms a speech path with the telephone terminal 5 (S3-12). Thereby, the telephone call of the portable 
telephone 3 and the telephone terminal 5 is attained (S3-13). 

[0028]A call can also be performed from the home cordless main phone 1 only to the portable telephone 3 by the portable telephone 
system control device's 4 facing sending to a telephone number "03-8765-4321 ", and sending simultaneously the information about the 
cordless handset which should be called. 

[0029]As mentioned above, the operator of the telephone terminal 5 which sends to the portable telephone 3 according to the portable 
telephone system containing the home cordless main phone 1 of this example and this, Even if it does not know whether it is in the 
state of operating as a terminal of the portable telephone 3 being in the state of operating as a cordless handset of the home cordless 
main phone 1 , or the base station 2 for the public, the target portable telephone 3 can be called by one submission operation. When the 
portable telephone 3 is turned off and the portable telephone 3 does not answer to the call from the home cordless main phone 1 which 
received transmission, If it turns out that it is transmitted to the home cordless main phone 1 even if the portable telephone 3 is 
independent mode by the addresser side, 1 time of a call can be managed and excessive submission operation can be prevented. 
[0030]Next, the portable telephone 3 presupposes that it changed to the state of operating as a terminal of the base station for the 
public. That is, suppose that it changed to public mode. With the function to check the existence with a certain time interval to the 
portable telephone 3 used as a cordless handset etc., the portable telephone 3 judges that it was no longer a cordless handset of the 
self-opportunity, and notifies that to the portable telephone system control device 4, and the home cordless main phone 1 deletes said 
information registered into the database 41. That is, the home cordless main phone 1 transmits the signal for checking existence of a 
cordless handset periodically via the radio control section 12 and the antenna 1 1, On the other hand, when there is no response, it 
judges with that it was no longer a cordless handset of the self-opportunity, and having got it blocked and the portable telephone 
having been changed from independent mode to other modes. This will call like - (S3-1) (S3-6) mentioned above from the base station 
for the public by which location registration is carried out, when a telephone terminal carries out submission operation to "050-76- 
54321" again. 

[0031]next — if reference is made about operation of the switch part 16 — the switch part 16 — " — transmission owner" — noting 
that it is constituted so that the change to a side and the "transmission nothing" side is possible — the above — " — as mentioned 
above, when set as transmission owner", Although the portable telephone 3 notifies shift or its thing [ having shifted conversely ] to 
the state of operating as a cordless handset of the home cordless main phone 1 at the portable telephone system control device 4, 
When the switch part 1 6 is "nothing [ transmission ]", the control section 13 does not notify the information about the above- 
mentioned shift to the portable telephone system control device 4. By doing in this way, one of operations can be chosen by a user. 
[0032]A potato is good as the switch part 1 6 performs notice and registration of whether transfer operation is required of the portable 
telephone system control device 4, or not to carry out. That is, when notice and registration of the purport that transfer operation is 
not required are carried out, it compares, and even if it has acquired the information on the purport that the mode shifted from the 
home cordless main phone 1 side, the portable telephone system control device 4 does not perform transfer operation. It may enable it 
to perform the change performed by the above-mentioned switch part 16 from the portable telephone 3. Although it is considered as 
the terminal by which the telephone terminal 5 was connected to the wired telephone line in drawjng 2, the terminal of another portable 
telephone of the same portable telephone system and other portable telephone systems may be sufficient. 

[0033]The system configuration connected to the public network instead of an inside of the portable telephone system control device 4 
may be sufficient as the database 41 . If the message which tells the telephone terminal 5 about under transmission from the portable 



telephone system control device 4 is sent while the portable telephone system control device 4 carries out transmission processing in 
response to dispatch of the above (S3-8). it can check that it is under transmission from an origination side. When the portable 
telephone 3 does not answer to the call from the home cordless main phone 1 of the above (S3-10) to the portable telephone 3, The 
message which tells the telephone terminal 5 about partner unresponsiveness from the portable telephone system control device 4 may 
be sent because there is no partner response (S3-12) beyond a certain fixed time. If it does in this way, the portable telephone 3 can 
know that the power will be turned off and it cannot telephone to the portable telephone 3 by the telephone terminal 5 side, and can 
prevent unnecessary dispatch operation. 

[0034]When the portable telephone 3 can be used also as a terminal of the base station for places of business, The base station for 
places of business shifts to the state where the portable telephone 3 operates as a terminal of this base station for places of business, 
Or the thing [ having shifted conversely ] is judged, the decision result is notified and registered at the portable telephone system 
control device 4, and it may be made to transmit to the base station for places of business from the portable telephone system control 

branch exchange connected to a public network, and 1 or two or more base stations for places of business which are connected to this 

station for places of business, Shift of the mode of a portable telephone is detected in the above-mentioned base station for places of 
business, and it notifies to the portable telephone system control device 4 from the place-of-business cordless system side. The 
above-mentioned base station for places of business is the same composition as the home cordless main phone 1 shown in drawing I. 
[0035]In the portable telephone's 3 functioning as a cordless handset of the above-mentioned main phone 1 and functioning also as a 
terminal of the above-mentioned base station for places of business here, Since it is transmitted to the above-mentioned main phone 1 
when the portable telephone 3 turns into a cordless handset of the above-mentioned main phone 1, and it is transmitted to the above- 
mentioned base station for places of business on the other hand when it becomes a terminal of the above-mentioned base station for 
places of business, it is not necessary to use three telephone numbers properly like the above-mentioned conventional example. If the 
same function as the switch part 16 of the above-mentioned home cordless main phone 1 is given to the above-mentioned base 
station for places of business, it can be chosen as it whether transfer operation is performed. Although the above-mentioned example 
described the case where it talked over the telephone, the case where data communications other than a telephone call, etc. are 
performed may be sufficient. 
[0036] 

[Effect of the Invention]According to the telephone device and portable telephone system control device of this invention, as a 
cordless handset of a domestic main phone from the telephone terminal etc. which were connected to the public network, When 
sending to the portable telephone which can be used also as a terminal of the base station in a place of business, wherever this 
portable telephone may be in, the portable telephone for the purpose of communication can be called by one submission operation by 
transfer operation, and it can talk over the telephone. When a switching means is established, execution/stop of transfer operation can 
be chosen by a user.
